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THE ELECTIONS. 

The announcement that a general election 
will occur on March 6th is a surprise to the 
whole country. There ie no doubt that the 
suddenness of the call to political battle is of 
great advantage to the administration. 
Possession in this case is the usual nine 
points of the law, and the tenth point can 
best be carried by arush. If there are dis- 
sensions in the cabinet they can easily be 
smoothed over for the short month between 
now and election day, especially in the face 
ofacommon danger. If scandals regaraing 
public works are impending the election will 
be over before an investigation can be made! 
It the expenditure has outran the revenue, 
the balance sheet will not have to be shown 
until long after all the inembers are once 
more firmly in their seats. On general prin- 
ciples, then, the government of the day, 
having a large majority in the house, has 
everything to gain and nothing to lose by 
an unexpected and hurried election. At the 
same time, in view of the fact that the mem- 
bers were secure in their seate, and the 
government as secure in office, fora full 
year more, it is probable that something 
more than the general advantage of an un- 
expected contest caused the present early 
dissolution. It is tolerably certain that the 
Manitoba school question and the trade ques- 
tion werethe actual causes of the sudden 
election. 

As Sir John A. Macdonald announced 
at the two latest sessions of parlla- 
ment the support of the special interests of 
Quebec have always formed a main plank in 
hie platform, and in return Quebec has 
always been his most relluble backer and 
chief dependence. At the same time he has 
alway received the support of the ultra Pro- 
testant and ultra British element of Ontario, 
not 80 valuable to him as the support of 
Quebec, because not counting so many relia- 
ble votes, and therefore not receiving as 
much consideration, but still very valuable 
and necessary to success. How Sir John 
managed to seoure the joint support of these 
hostile elements is his secret, and the chief 
manifestation of his political ability as well 
as the key to the success which he has 
achieved. Ever since Manitoba became a 
a part of Canada, Quebec has hoped and 
striven to make that province anew Quebec; 
and not less has Ontario hoped and striven to 
make it British and Protestant to the utmost 
degree. There is no doubt that these hopes 
were near to the hearts of the patriote—or 
extremists—of both provinces, and the fall- 
ure of the hope in either case was certain to 
cause grevious disappointment. The com- 
petitive struggle has gone on for twenty 
yeare with the result that Manitoba is now 
almost as British and protestant as Ontario 
iteelf. This was demonstrated at the session 
of the Manitoba legislature held ‘ast winter 
during which the separate school privilewes 
hitherto allowed Koman Catholics were an- 
nulled and the use of French as an official 
language was disccntinued. These acte of 
the Manitoba legislature could not be 

locked upon calmly by the politicians and 
churchmen of Quebec. They could not stand 
quietly by and see their fondest hopes dash: 
ed down, while thoy had the power to pre- 
vent it, Sie John, their steadfast friend, 
could disallow the Manitoba act, and if he 
did not do it he was not their friend, and 
they would cease to support him. On the 
other hand those equally good and true, 
though not equally numerous friends, of Sir 
John in Ontario,who had marked with pride 
the growth of Manitoba as an outgrowth of 
Ontario, to whom the actions of the Manitoba 
legislature were the crowning of their proud. 
est hopes of ascendancy in the 
great weet, looked to Sir John as the champ 
of British supremacy and of protestantiam to 
ere that no unkindly hands were laid upon

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a provincial act may be disallowed by the 
Ottawa government witiin one year from 
the date on which it was passed. The year 
within which it would be possible fer Sir 
John to disallow the Manitoba act will end 
very soon. It the elections did not come off 
until that year was ended be must have 
alienated either his Quebecor his Ontario 
support, by disallowance or failure to dis- 
allow. The loss of either support would be 
fatal to success, But with the elections on 
before the year 1s ended both hostile parties 
can work for the chieftain with the same 
seal as always before, each believing 
that the other isto be the victim when the 
election is over, as one must certainly be. 


While the Manitoba question is in all pro- 
bability the cause of the early dissolution 
the trade question will almost certainly 
monopolize most of the discussions of the 
campaign. If the report is correct that the 
government has declared for a policy of ex - 
tension of trade with the United States, it 
shows a weakening ftom the old high tariff 
policy; and is very complimentary to the 
liberal party which has made extension of 
trade with the United States their whole 
platform. Quite possibly the adoption of the 
liberal policy on the eve of the election may 
be a winning card, No doubt it. is the best 
that can be played under the circumstances, 
but it involves such a change in policy as 
must lead to at least partial disorganization 
of the party formed on contrary lines. Men 
who have been conservatives because that 
party was pre-eminently the British party, 
the loya! party, who hurrahed and voted for 
the national policy chiefly because it was a 
measure of retaliation against the States, 
will not take kindly to a policy of reciprocal 
trade which must in the nature of things be 
u disadvantage to Britain, On this trade 
question the interests of the Northwest lie 
on the side of low tariff and fostering trade 
with Great Britain, which ia the best market 
for our staple products, wheat and beef, in 
which articles the United States is a competi- 
tor and not a customer, Therefore the adop: 
tion by the government of the policy of gen- 
eral trade extension with the United States 
advocated by the liberal party is not likely 
to strengthen itany here. But although the 
representation of the Northwest in parlia- 
ment isso small that it cannot expect to 
exercise avery greatinfluence ina matter 
which is made the main plank in the policy 
of both parties in the house, it would be ill 
advised on part to elect men commit- 
ted to a policy detriinental to cur Interests 
Our representatives no matter how few 
should at least be at liberty to declare in the 
house in what direction the interests of theit 
constituents lay. 


If the Northwest had no greater local 
interests than any four eastern constituen- 
cles it might be right and advisable to elect 
four representatives who would take sides on 
the differing policies advocated by the pre- 
sent parties made up of eastern men. But 
having in view the immense importance of 
this great region of Centra! Canada and its 
due development, as well as the emallness of 
ite representation, It is necessary, that that 
representation should concentrate its effort 
on the advocacy of Northwest interests in- 
stead of diffusing it over the whole ground of 
party politics. We may desire that North- 
west affe ire should be handled in this, that or 
the other way, but unlesss we take the oppor- 
tunity that is now afforded. us of laying 
before parliament just what the Territories 
require and enforcing the demands made to 
the extent of our ablilty by electing repre: 
sentatives pledged to work first in our inter- 
ests we will be doing ourselves an injustice 


and an injury while not doing either the 


government or theoppositiongany good, The

The plain object of tnis petition is to in- 
jure the standing of the town of Edmoncon, 
and thereby to injure financially every one 
who has capital invested in the town in any 
form. If some other place were pitted 
against Edmonton as a candidate for public 
favor,—some place in which men had invest- 
their capital and expended their time and 
energy in establishing a business centre,—it 
would not be unnatural that a preference 
should be declared by the people doing busi- 
ness with the one place or the other as to 
which should receive government recog- 
nition in the location of the public offices 


and public works, just as the people in 


Eastern Canada decide by vote the location 
of their respective county towns. But no 
such place is mentioned in the petition and 
no such place exists in the district, nor is 
there the most remote prospect of such a 
place coming into exiatence, on its merits, as 
a rival to Edmonton. Edmonton was a 
centre of trade fora hundred years before 
agricultural settlement in the Northwest was 
eyen thought of. The settlement that has 
been made in this district has all been made 
from Edmonton with that point as the 
centre of business. There is no other point 
on the Saskatchewan more readily accessible 
to the majority of the settlers now ir the 
country u this where business has been 
established for so long There is 
no place so well situared to be the dis- 
tributing point for the large trade tributary 
to Edmonton from outlying settlements. 
There ia no point more centrally situated as 
regards the choice agricultural land yet 
avuilable for settlement. There is no other 
point so advantageously situated to become 
the Saskatchewan terminus of the C. & E. 
railway, in the joint interests of the railway 
company and the settlement. There is no 
other point so well situated to take advant- 
age of the workable coal deposits which 
underlie the town,and there is no point to 
which these removable advantages could be 
removed, either to the east or to the west, 
without the very graveet injustive being done 
not only to the people who have invested 
money and time in the town of Edmonton, 
but to those of the surrounding settlers 
whom the removal no matter in which di- 
rection it is made must leave further from 
these advantages than if they remained 
centred at Edmonton. 

It must be taken for granted that whoever 
151 up thie petition had an objeet in view. 
that A was the advancement of selfish 
interest, it shows a pitch of selfishness not 
wenerally attained when it is asked—as the 
petition does ask—that the §400,000 worth of 


the millions of acres surrounding, will be the 
choice. It is not usual for even the most 
malicious to seek to do another an injury 
unleas some advan reasonably certain 


tion to any demand that may de made from 
or on behalf of the district. That this can 
only result—if any result follows—in general 
injury which must involve the petitioners as 
well ne those against whom they ition 
must or should be plain to any one. It is the 
policy of some people to be selfish. But it is 
le to be ‘discreetly selfish as well as to 
indiecreetly zenerous, and this is a case of 
eelfiehnese gone mad.
